After his Aſcenſion, his Diſciples 
gave teſtimony of their Approbation, As 2. 46, 47. They were daily with Bo 
one accord in the temple praiſing God, &c. And As 3.1, mentions, that 
Peter and John went up together into the temple at the hour of prayer ; which 
was the let time for the Celebration of publick Worſhip. 

The Ule of Singing Pſalms and Hymns was continued with great Re. La 


verence and Devotion among the -Primitive Chriſtians; thoſe who con- 

ſulr the Writings of the Primitive Fathers, ſhall ſcarce meet with one || 2® 
thar makes nor mention thereof. An account hereof I find learnedly Li 
diſcourſed by Dr. Cave in his Primitive Chriſtianity, Part. 1. p. 276, 277. dif 
where, ſpeaking of reading the appointed Leſſons, he hath theſe words : - 


About this part of the Service it was that they ſung Hymns and Pſalms, a 
conſiderable part of the Divine Warſhip, (as it had ever been accounted both cal 
amongſt Jews and Gentiles) and more immediately ſerviceable for Celebrating i? 
the Honour of God, and lifting up the Minds of Men to Divine and Heavenly "i 
Raptures. . 
Bur to come nearer our Times: In our late Forefathers days, (upon his 
the Reſtauration of our Church to its Primftive Purity and Diſcipline) £ 
it was, That ſome holy and godly Men brought the preſent uſe and man- 
ner of ſinging Pſalms intothe Publick Service of our Church, following 
herein the Examples of the Reformed Churches in France and Germany : But 
Time and long Ule hath much abated the wonted Reverence and Eſti- 
mation it had- for about -10o Years after this Eſtabliſhment. Ir was the 
Saying of a Learned Divine in his Sermon on this Subje&t, That Prayer 
ſhall ceaſe, and Preaching ſhall ceaſe, but Praiſing of GOD ſhall never 
ctaſe, neither in this world, nor in that which « to come. To ſing Praiſesto 
God, is an Angelic Othce; it is a taſte of the Firſt Fruits of Heaven 
, while we are on Earth. MUSICK (the Learned ſay) is the Handmaid 
*\ to Divinity; and there is no Science, except Thar, admitted into the 
Foy Service of the Church:

Part, (which is the Cantus) with the Baſs under it, as moſt proper to 


joyn Voice and Inſtrument together, according to holy David's pre- 


J ſcription, Pſal. 144. 9. And ſince many of our Churches are lately fur- 


niſhed with Organs, it will alſo be uſeful for the Organiſt; and likewiſe 
for ſuch Students in the Univerſities as ſhall praftiſe 'Song, to ſing td a 
Lute or Viol. The Medius Part is compoſed (as is proper) not to riſe 
above' the Church Tune, to cloud or obſcure rhe Ayre thereof, except 
in ſuch places as it could not be well avoided. The Baſs is compoſed 1n 
fuch a compaſs of Notes, as will ſuic an indifferent Voice both below 
and above. All Three Parts may as properly be ſung by Men, as by 
Boys or Women: And to that end, the two Upper Parts are conſtant in 
the G ſol re us Cliff, and the Baſs in the F fa «# (irs proper) Cliff; all 
Three Parts moving together in Solemn way of Counterpoint, and alſo 
every Tune put in ſuch Keys as is moſt ſuitable to the Ayre thereof. 
Laſtly, you will find every Pſalm fitted ro Tunes ſuitable and proper to 
the Matter: Pſalms of Prayer and Confeſſion, to folemn grave Fat 
Tunes; Plalms of Thankſgiving and Praiſe, to lively chearful Sharp Tunes. 
Likewiſe all ſuch Pſalms and Hymns whoſe Tunes are long, and may ſeem 
difficult to ſome, have Dire&ions over them to be ſung to other ſhort 
Common Tunes. Alſo there is affixed before the Book, a Table of the 
ficſt Line of the Treble-Times of all the Pſal/ms, with the Names alphaberi- 
cally ſet over each Tune; and under, what Pſalms are ſung to them : And 
a Table of Hymns in a Page by themſelves. As for Iſtru#ions to the Sing- 
ing of them, I refer you to my IntroduFion to the Skill of Muſick, in $*. 

I have no more to add, but as the G/ory of GOD, and the Service of 
his Church, was my ſole End and Aim; 1o I ſhall account my Labour 
and Pains herein ſufficiently recompenſed, if it prove Uſeful ro ſuch as 
ſo endeavour to ſing the Praiſes of their Creator here on Earth in Pſalms 
and Hymns, that hereafter they may eternally ſing Hallelujahs among the 
bleſſed Choir of Saints and Angels.

Of the Virtue and Efficacy of the PSALMS. 


N the Pſalms are deſcribed the rewards of good, the puniſhments of evil 
men, the rudiments of beginners, the progreſs of proficients, and can 
ſummation of pzrte&t men. 

The Singing of Pſalms comforterb the ſorrowful, pacifieth the angry, 
firengt heneth the weak, humbleth the proud, gladdetb the humble, flirretb up 
the flow, recorcileth enemies, lifreth up the heart to heavenly things, and 
uniteth the Creature to his Creator; for whatſoever is in the Plalms, con- 
guceth to the edification, benefit, and conſolation of mankind. 


If thou woul]d'tt inake a confe{ſton, and repent thee of thy fins ; then with 


remorie and humility fing the 7 Penitential Pſalms of David, vis. Pfal. 6, 
32, 38,51, 102, 130, 143. and thou ſhalt feel the ſweet mercies of God, 
and thy mind refreſhed with ſpiritual joy. 

If thou would'ſt pray ; then pour forth thy ſoul in Pfal. 25, 54, 67, 78, 
724 86, 143. for the ſoul of man cannot either feelingly expreſs its miſery, 
tribulation, and anguiſh of rempration, or more powerfully call upon 
the mercy of God, than in theſe Pſalms. 

If thou would'ſt praiſe the Majeſty of God, or give him thanks for all 
his benefits; then fing Pal. 103, 104, 105, $06, 107, 108, 111, 113, 144, 
145, 146, 147, 148, 149, 150. 

If thou art fo far 2flifted with outward and inward temptations, that 
thou ſeemett to be forſaken; then fing heartily Plal. 22, 64, 6g. 

IF this preſent life be redious unto thee, and that with an ardent deſire 
thou waiteſt to ſee God ; then fing Pfal. 42, 63, 84. | 

If thou find thy felf quite dejefied, and (as it were) forlorn in; trouble; 


thou haſt found eaſe and reſt unto thy ſoul, then ſing to the praiſe of God 
Pal. 30, 34; 103, 104. And always (whether in time of adverſity or 
proſperity) ſing out the Song of the 3 holy Children, wherein every creature 
15 invited to praiſe God. 

If thou defireſt to exerciſe thy ſelf in God's divine praiſes and precepts ; 
then ſing Pſal. 119. wherein, it thou ſearch even all chou canſt, yet thou 
wiir never perfettiy underſtand the virtues and excelencies, or reach to the 
hcights and depths comprehended init; for hardly is there a Verſe, wherein 
15 not mention made of God's Law, Commandments, Teftimonies, or Precepts. 

In a word, he that gives theſe heavenly Hymns their due, had need to com- 
poſe a Pſalm in praiſe of the Pſalms, that ſo the devour and joyful ſoul 
might, with looking up to God, refle& upon its own work, and tranſport it 
tf unto the Choir of Angels and Saints, whoſe perpetual task is to fing
